House Agrees to Post- 
pone Consideration of 
Dyer Measure Until Aft- 
er Holidays. 


Washington, December 20.—An 
agreement to postpone consideration 


of the Dyer anti-lynching bill until 
after the Christmas recess was reach- 
ed late today by house leaders, after 
several hours of ineffectual efforts to 
maintain a quorum. 

Opponents of the measure blocked 
efforts to begin debate by an effective 
filibuster. For several hours busi- 
ness was suspended through lack of a 
quorum. 

Under a_ resolution adopted last 
night after a sfirited fight the bill 
had right of way, with the under- 
standing that it was not to be pressed 
to a final vote before congress sus- 
pended activities for the holidays. 

Forces Roll Calls. 

When Chairman Volstead, of the 
judiciary committee, which favorably 
reported the bill, attempted today to 
call it up Representative Garrett, 
Tennessee, democratic leader, forced 
one roll call after another, each tak- 
ing up nearly half an hour’s time. 

When a roll call-finally showed 
that less than half of the house mem- 
bership was present, Mr. Garrett 
made a point of order that a quorum 
was not present, and Speaker Gillett

Washington, December 20.—None 
of the six witnesses appearing today 
before a senate committee was able 
to give first-hand evidence to sup- 
port charges by Senator Watson, 
democrat, Georgia, that American 
soldiers had been hanged without trial 
in France, 

George H. Taylor, of Philadelphia, 
thin and frail and under treatment, 
as he himself explained, for epilepsy, 
declared that he had seen twelve sol- 
diers hanged, or one more than the 
number officially listed by the war 
department as executed in accordance 
with court-martial verdicts, approved 
by General Pershing. ‘Taylor, con 
fused as to the number of victims, 
testified at first that he had seen 
three, and then under direct ques: 
tioning increased his figures to four, 
jumping finally to twelve. All of 
these, hegdeclared, were put to death 
in and around Is-Sur-Tille in the pe 
riod from April to June, 1919. 

In no instance could the witness 
say he knew whether any or all of 
the twelve had been tried by a mill.

| Whether Principal Group 


Is Included in Treaty 
Application Is Matter 
at Issue. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, December 20.—A dif- 
ference in view as to the application 
of the new four-power Pacific treaty 
has arisen between President Harding 
and the American arms delegates, but 
the president announced in a public 
statement tonight that it would not be 
permitted to embarrass the work of 
the Washington conference. _ 

In the president’s personal opinion, 
as outlined during the day to news- 
paper correspondents, the principal 
islands of the Japanese empire are not 
to be regarded as included among the 
insular territories to which the 
treaty applies. 

The American delegation, on the 
other hand, agreed with the repre- 
sentatives of the other powers before 
the treaty was signed, that the prin- 
cipal Japanese group were to be cov- 
ered under the agreement, dlong with 
all the other Pacific islands under the 
sovereignty of the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Japan. 

Two-Hour Conference. 

In his formal statement issued aft- 
er a two-hour conference with Sena- 
tors Lodge and. Underwood, of the 
American delegation, the president 
said he had “no objection” to the

Washington, December 20.—Accept- 
ance by France, with reservations, 
of the American proposal of 175,000 
tons in capital ships each for France 
and Italy swept the arms conference 
forward tonight to its next major 
problems—the submarine issue, Italy, 
it was stated officially, aiready has 
accepted the 175,000-ton figure, con- . 
ditioned only on its acceptance by 
France. 

Formal announcement of French 
acceptance and details of French res- 
ervations apparently were reserved bv 
the subcommittee of fifteen for the 
full naval committee of the confer- 
ence, called to meet Thursday. The 
subcommittee did break its silence, 
sufficiently, however, to publish the 
messages exchanged by Secretary 
Hughes and Premier Briand, which 
led up to the action of the French 
delegation, The messages were read 
and discussed by the subcommittee, 
but the official communique disclosed 
no more than the texts of the cable 
grams. 

The premiers message showed that 
reservations attached to acceptance 
of the 175,000 capital ship tonnage 
had-to do with “light cruisers, tor- 
pedo boats and submarines.”

Washington, December 20.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The de- 
partment of commerce, through the 
bureau of the census, today issued a 
statement presenting the results of 
a further analysis of the occupation 
statistics for Atlanta. ‘The total pop- 
ulation of Atlanta in 1920, 200,616, 
included 66,700 ‘males and 32,081 fe- 
males 10 years of age and over report- 
ed as gainfully occupied—that is, 
working for salaries, wages, profits, 
or other form of niary compensa- 
tion or its equivalent. 

The occupational classes for each of 
which at least 1,500 persons of both 
sexes were reported in *>920, stated in 
the order of their numerical impor- 
tance, are as follows: 

Servants and waiters, 1,792 males 
and 7,001 females; clerks, except in 
stores, 4,127 males and 1,720 females; 
launderers and laundresses, excluding 
those employed in laundries, 102 males 
and 5,578 females; salesmen and 
saleswomen, 3,830 males and 1,340 
females; retail. dealers, 3,333 males 
and 191 females; bookkeepers, cash- 
iers and accountants, 2,131 males and 
1,274 females; stenographers and type- 
writers, 324 males and 2,992 females; 
carpenters, 2,387, all males; general 
laboters, laborers employed on build- 
ings, and laborers for whom the line 
of work was not specified, 585 males 
and 61 females; machinists, mill- 
wrights and toolmakers, 1,625, 
males; draymen, teamsters and éx- 
pressmen, 1,611 males and 4 females. 


Numbers engaged in certain impor- 
tant. occypations for each of which 
fewer than 1,500 persons were re- 
ported ime 1920 are as follows: Physi- 
cians an@ surgeons, 497 men and elev- 
en womem; clergymen, 442 men and 
ten women; lawyers, judges and jus- 
tices, 439 men and three women; 
school teachers, 176 men and 1,028 
women; trained nurses, seven men 
and 621 women. 

Pronounced increases for females 
are shown for the following occupa- 
tional classes: Stenographers and 
typewriters, from 1,191, in 1910, to 
2,992 in 1920; clerks, except in stores, 
from 284 to 1,720; bookkeepers, cash- 
iers and accountants, from 477 to 1,- 
274; saleswomen, from’ 755 to 1,340;

Whenever and wher 4 
crime is committed so ocious as to place 
the perpetrator beyond the pale of hu- 
manity, this universal principle, as supreme 
law, instantly asserts itself. The forfeiture 
of all right as a human being, voluntarily 
made by the perpetrator of crime, does not 
take away from society its right of self- 
defense, nor can it effectually deny to those 
immediately, concérned to do swiftly that 
which oth far removed from the scene, 
think shopid be done _ slowly. No one 
defends lynching as a practice, but a lynch- 
ing on occasion, is easily comparable to 
an execution ordered by a court-martial in 
time of war. The slow acting machinery 
of the courts in the ordinary administra- 
tion of justice is inadequate to the exigen- 
cies of the situation in both cases. Lynch- 
ings are due to provocation. They are a 
violation of the state law and congress 
has absolutely no power, unter the con- 
stitution, to make any act a crime because 
of its moral turpitude. The constitution 
does not give congress any police power 
or criminal jurisdiction, except where the 
commission of the act complained of pre- 
vented congress from carrying into effect a 
law constitutionally passed necessary and 
proper to the exercise of a delegated power, 

Best Home for Negro. 

That Georgia has a lynching record can- 
not be denied, but over and above this 
record stands out the fact that Georgia 
furnishes the best home for the negro on 
earth. No negro who owned his home was 
ever lynched in Georgia. In 1880 the 
negro paid taxes on less than six million 
dollars’ worth of property in Georgia. In 
1920 be paid taxes on over sixty-eight mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of property. There 
fare more inatitutions for the higher educa- 
tion of the negro in Georgia than in any 
similar area of the earth, and Atlanta, 
Ga., is the educational center of the negro 
race. The largest bank on earth, owned 
and controlled by the negroes, is found in 
Atlanta: capital stock half million dollars. 
The ablest and most patriotic negro bishop 
in America is Bishop J. 8. Flipper, of At- 
lanta, mv life-long friend. The two largest 
barber shops in Atlanta are owned by a 
negro, B. F. Herndon, Every barber he 
has in his efmplovy is a negro and every 
customer he has is a white man, and his 
barber shops are patronized without 
prejudice.

Washington,- December 20.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Settlement of 
the Shantung controversy | now rests 


The conversations between . the 
Japanese and Chinese delegates which 
have been proceeding during the past 
three weeks outside the Washington 


conference under the “good offices” of 
Arthur J. Balfour and Mr. Hughes, 
late today came to a sudden aalt with 
both delegations far apart von the 
question of payment for and admin- 
istration of the Tsingtao-Tsinanfu 
railway, the heart of the dispute. 


After a session lasting more than: 


three hours and a half, which confer- 

ence circles hoped would bring about 
a satisfactory agreeemnt between the 
two groups, the Japanese delegates 
announ that they could go no fur- 
ther in the conversations without in- 
structions from Tokio. The meeting 
then adjourned sine die without agree- 
ing on the major issues. 

“We got to the point where we 
could not proceed any further,” said 
Dr. Koo, of the’ Chinese delegation, 
after the meeting. The principal 
stumbling block, which was reported 
tonight as threatening the entire 
Shantung A eg was the Japa- 
nese proposal that ~~ experts 
be appointed by the 
service of the railway. 

“We have already gone beyond our 
instructions and can go no. further 
without receiving instructions from 
Tokio,’ said Mr. Hanihara, the prin- 
cipal Japanese delegate attending the 
conventions. “We have made conces- 
sion after concession until we can 
make no more. The Chinese delegates 
have receded on no point.” 

Replying to a question, Mr. Hani- 
hara said that the Japanese consid- 
ered the question of appointment of 
Japanese traffic manager of the rail- 
way, “as essential to an agreement,” 
as a safeguard to efficient operation 
of the road ahd to assure protection 
to the Japanese financial interests in- 
volved.

‘He has learned from the United 
States delegates to the conference that 
they have agreed to the construction 
which includes the homeland of Japan 
in the term ‘insular ons and 
insular dominions’ and has no ob- 
jection to that construction.”

Jury Finds Naval Petty

shinee Va., December 20.—Roger 
D. Eastlake, naval petty officer, 
charged with the murder of his wife, 
Margaret Eastlake, at their home at 
Colonial Beach, Va., on ‘September 
30 last, was this afternoon found not 
guilty ‘by a jury in Westmoreland 
county circuit court here. The verdict 
was returned at 5:09 o’clock, 47 min- 
utes after the jury retired to delib- 
erate. 

When the words “not guilty” were 
pronounced, Eastlake smiled. His 
mother; Mrs. S. M. Eastlake, and his 
sister, Mrs. Mable Chambers, who had | 
occupied seats directly behind the de-' 
fendant, rushed to his side and show- |‘ 
ered him with kisses. W. W. Buttz- 
ner, chief counsel for the defense, 
thanked the court and Judge Chinn 
discharged the jury. 

“T felt certain those twelve men 
would not believe that I murdered my 
wife,” said Eastlake. “I will ask to 
be transferred to another naval sta- 
tion and will start life anew.” 

Granted Leave. 

Eastlake is said to be still a petty 
officer in good standing in the navy 
and under construction of the rules

Germany fs Fast 
Going Bankrupt, 
Attache Reports

Washington, December 20.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Today 
while Lioyd-George and Premier 
Briand in London discussed German 
bankruptcy and German reparations 
a report to the department of com- 
merce from Charles E. Herring, com- 
mercial attache in Berlin, raises the 
question whether the German bugaboo 
is about to explode. 

It shows that the wildest financial 
drama of world history is proceeding 
within the German borders. 

Freight rates in Germany increased 
by 50 per cent on December 1, the 
report shows. On November 1 the 
rates were increased by 30 per cent. 
Passenger rates went up 30 per cent 
on December 1. More than 60,000 
workers went on strike in one indus- 
try in November and got an increase 
of 15 per cent. In another industry 

$:500 men went on. strike. In an- | 
shee 60,000 men struck. Passive re- 
sistance strikes began and: continued 
throughout public utilities. Labor or- 
ganizations began to demand an eight 
hour day. Demands for higher wages 
throughout German industries were 
met to prevent further strikes. 

Stock Speculation, 

“The general overpurchasing dur- 
ing the period of collapse has beguu 
to manifest itself,” the report de- 
clares., “Increased speculation in 
stocks, which was fostered by loss of 


confidence in the currency at the time 
of the drop, has been entirely obvi- | 


ee

to restrict it. The basic conditions 
in public finance remain unchanged, 
the note circulation still being on the 
increase with the resultant rise in the 
floating debt.” 

The report shows the latest esti- 
mates on the budget are that a defi- 
cit of 161,500,000,000 paper marks will 
result during the current fiscal year, 
an increase of 50,000,000,000 paper 
marks over previous estimates. The 
new tax bill calls for imereased tax- 
ation of 42,000,000,000 paper marks. 
The total tax yield this year is fixed 
at 95,000,000,000 paper marks. The 
public debt is 330,000,000,000 paper 
marks and the funded debt on which 
4 1-2 per cent interest in being paid 
is 90,000,000,000 paper marks. 


Panic Raging. 

Outside the. circles of government 
finance the report shows the panic 
rages with comparative violence. 
During November the capital of ex- 
isting companies wags increased by 
5,500,000, marks, a new record, al- 
though this increased capital does not 
indicate a corresponding increase in 
production. In September, for com- 
parison, the increased capitalization 
was only 891,550,000 marks. 

Throughout the industries new 
prices are quoted, and invariably they 
are much higher than in the months 
pr ing November. The increases 
run from 51 to 93 per cent in the 
metal industries. The report declares 
“the higher prices may be ascribed 
to higher labor costs, freight in- 
creases and higher coal prices. as well 
as to the low value of the mark.” 

No Orders Coming. 

Unfilled orders held by the indus- 
tries have diminished and new or- 
ders are not coming in. The machin- 
ery industry is still going night and 
day to fill orders, but the prospect for 
the future is not so good. The loco- 
motive industry, the electrical indus- 
try, the hardware industry, all are 
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_in full blast at present, but new busi- 
ness is not in sight and the time | 
of unemployment approaches. Leath- 
er trade is good, textiles and silk 
are flourishing. Depression in the 
glass and paper industries has set

“It is believed that the American 
Sugar Refining company is no longer 
a trust or monopoly. At the time 
the suit was commenced the American 
and its allied interests controlled 
about 72 per cent of the refined sugar 
industry of the United States. At 
the present time the control of the 
American has decreased to the point 
where it now controls about 24 per 
cent of the interests. Under the 
change of management of the com- 
pany, which took place about the 
time of the beginning of this suit, 
the company has since endeavored to 
comply with the law and the govern- 
ment’s requirements. It has, during 
recent years, entirely discontinued the 
practices which were the cause of the 
chief complaints against it in the suit. 


Competition Restored. 


“Tt is believed that the consumer 
of sugar can now rest assured that 
competitive conditions in the industry 
have been entirely restored and that 
the price he pays for his sugar in the 
future will be the result of natural 
unrestrained competition. The con- 
sequence of this decree, which finally

Speak kindly to animals as well 
as to people. 


Pick up nails, glass, tin cans, etce., 
from the walks and streets and drop 
them where there is least danger 
from them. 


Put water in a vessel {n your 
backyard in summer and crumbs in 
winter for the birds. 


Nail a piece of suet on the fence 
Or a tree in winter time and watch 
the fun birds will have. 


Keep the cat in the house when 
young birds are coming from the 
nest. 

Take good care of some pet and 
teach it to be a loving companion. 

Watch for the stray cat and give 
hsr to the humane society or’ some- 
one who will take care of her. Do 
as well for the stray dog. 


Provide carefully for your pet#& 
while on a trip away from home, 


Don’t cause unnecessary pain for 
any animal or éven an insect. 

Don’t kill any animal for sport. 

Speak for the animal when some- 
one is cruel. Tying a tin can to a 
dog's taflis very cruel. 

Remember that fear and anguish 
are just as severe as pain. Scaring 
or tormenting a creature is cruel. 

Listen to the call of distress from 
any creature and find what you can 
do to relieve it. 


A badly hurt or suffering animal 
ofttimes should be mercifully kill- 
ed. Ask someone who knows, and, 
if possible, let the killing be done 
by someone who understands how 
to do it with the least suffering. 


Remember there are pests that 
often maké us feel mean, but we 
should never cause them unneces- 
sary pain. It may be necessary to 
kill such creatures. Always find out 
how and by whom it is best done. 

Be very considerate of the aged 
and seek frequent opportunities to 
bring them joy and happiness. A 
bunch of wild flowers may bring 
real pleasure. 


Education along this line can 


| have but one effect, that being to 


make those receiving it more 
thoughtful and considerate of the 
living things about them and more 
mindful of the welfare of their fel- 
low human beings. 

Its inevitable tendency is toward 
better citizenship and higher and 
nobler ‘standards of living. 


BURYING MONEY. 

In a timely article on money hid- 
den in household nooks and cor- 
ners, and so kept out of circulation 
in times .of financial stress, the 
Cordele, (Ga.) Dispatch well says 
that “this is much the cause of 
alleged hard times in various com- 
munities.” 

It cites the story which recently 
came to light, of hidden money in 
Crisp county, where “those en-

thrifty farmer found over $19,000 


in currency at the bottom of an 
old trunk.”

Free Book Legislator 
Returns to Subject 


Editor Constitution: The. state- 
ment is made that it will cost in 


the seventh grade of the Atlanta 
schools $11.85 per pupil to supply 
the necessary books, and that the 
average cost in all the grades is $7. 

When I wrote some five years 
ago that the school children in 
Georgia were spending over one 
million dollars for school books 
each vear the book trust’s special 
agents said it “was another.” 

We have about eight hundred 
thousand children attending school 


between the ages of 6 and 18 years 
of age. If each child in Georgia is 
called wpon to spend one-fourth as 
much as it is said the children of 
Atlanta spend, then we are spend- 
ing two million dollars annually 
for school books. 

If your board of education would 
go up to Toronto, Canada, and open 
their eyes they would see that the 
average cost for the last thirty 
years is 12 cents per pupik for 


school books per annum, and the 
average cost of pencils, pads,’ etc., 
is 13 cents, making a total of less 
than 25 cents per pupil for. all 
necessaries of schooling per annum, 
But they are not going, nejther 
will they investigate, for they 
would not believe it even if they 
did see it. But it is as true as Holy 
Writ. : 
Have they more sense than we 
have? Yes, a thousand times yes. 


Have they more patriotism than 
we have? Yes, for they have whip- 
ped the book trust to a finish. 


The primer and four readers cost 
the city of Toronto 40 cents; the 


same books—to wit: primer, first, 
second, third and fourth ‘readers— 


| cost your children about $2.

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DUTY 
FOR CUBAN SUGAR 


‘Washington, December 20.~-Ameri- 
can beet sugar and Porto Rican cane 
sugar interests asked the senate 
finance committee today for a duty of 
2 cents a pound on Cuban raw sugar, 
while Louisiana cane producers and 
manufacturers urged that the duty be 
made 2.5 cents a pound. The rate pro- 
posed in the Fordney bill is 1.6 cents 
a pound, an increase of six-tenths of 
one cent over thé Underwood law 
duty and the same rate as is now in 
force under the emergency tariff act. 

Spokesmen for the American beet 
and cane interests, in concluding ‘the 
presentation of théir case, declared 
that the industries were threatened 
with destruction and would be forced 
to suspend if the present duty were 
continued. This would leave the en- 
tire Aierican field open to the Cuban 
cune industry, they said, adding that 
events last year when raw sugar went 
to 22 1-2 cents a pound inditated what 
would happen to American consumers 
unde such a condition. 

‘The witness said the issue before 
congress was whether the American 
sugur industry, which now supplies 
half the nation’s r.eeds, was to be sac- 
rificed to aid Cuba. ‘They said there

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was no disposition to injure Cuba and 
‘that if production in that country was 
redneed to somewhere rear the pre- 
war fota: of 2,000,000 tons, or half 
the amount consumed annually in the 
United States, the Cuban industry 
could be put back on its feet. 

Louisiana producers charged that 
the American producers in Cuba were 
the American refiners who always had 
fought against a duty on Cuban sugar.

They and 
the beet sugar industry spokesmen also 
declared that the Cuban producers 
had 1,250,000 tons of sugar from last 
year’s crop which they were threaten- 
ing to throw on the American market 
at 1 cent a pound. 

Representatives of the beet sugar 
industry said the 2-cent duty asked 
for was necessary because of the dif- 
ference in cosis in the United States 
and Cuba. Spokesmen for the Louis- 
iana cane industry said the cost of 
producing their sugar was greater 
than that of producing the bést prod- 
uct and that consequently they were 
asking for a rate of a half a cent 
higher than the beet interests re- 
quested. 

‘In a brief filed with the committee, 
Gray Silver, Washington renresenta- 
tive of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, suggested that the max- 
imum rate sugar be made 1.6 cents 
a pound wit® authority given the pres- 
ident to increase this rate “if at any 
time it should become evident that 
American producers were losing 
ground to the detriment of the coun- 
try.”

The west has four men in the first 
eleven, five in the second (counting 
Ohio as west) and four in the third. 
The south puts one each in the first 
and second and twice in the taira 
eleven. r 

Camp declines to make a final rank- 
ing of teains, stating that it is impos- 
sible under present schedules. 

“The west has read a eonvincing 
lesson to the east thig.year,” Camp 
says in commenting o invasion of 
the east. 

In detailing his selections, Camp 
eays in part: 

“There were many wonderful ends 
developed in the country this season. 

“Roberts has been the biggest fac- 
tor on the clever Centre team this 
year, the man upon whom McMillin 
relied for all sorts of work, using him 
both at end and in the backfield. 
Against Harvard this year, Roberts 
was a large factor in Centre's victory. 

Mueller End. 

“Mueller, of California, who reached 
his perfection of play late last season, 
began in 1921 with a marvelous game 
against Ohio State on New Year’s day, 
and followed it up later with especial- 
ly brilliant work in running, making 
and receiving passes and aggressive de- 


_fense until mid-season, when an injury 


laid him up. Mueller is the longest 


_and most accurate passer in the coun- 


try today. Heisa wonderful receiver 
of the pass. He weighs over 190 
pounds, is a deadly tackler, can box in 
a tackle effectively and can also run 
exceptionally well with the ball. 

“The tackles are McGuire, of Chica- 
go, and Stein, of Washington and Jef- 
ferson. McGuire was a great factor in 
the work of Chicago. Stein is rated 
es a ‘tackle and has been in that posi- 
tion in the line-up most of the season. 

“The guards are Schwab, of Lafay- 
ette, and Brown, of Harvard. Schwab 
is a strong, active, brainy player with 
a physique that equips him fully for 
the job. Brown, of Harvard, gets the 
other position, not so much 48.8 
showy player, but because much of 
Harvard's efficiency came through his 
work, 

“The center position is given to Vick, 
of Michigan, as he is about the only 
man who has throughout the season 
added great power and aggressiveness 
to steadiness and consistency of work.

“The quarterback position is given 
to Aubrey Devine, of Iowa, indeed a 
star among stars. He can run, tackle, 
farward pass, catch, and in fact he isa 
threat in all four ways to opponents.

While the ‘farmers were in “dis- 
tressing conditions,” he asserted, the 
agency created by congress to aid 
them was being restricted by the 
treasury department to annual bond 
issues of between $150,000,000 and 


the issue, he said, “shouid be sev- 
eral times greater.” He estimated 
that a bond issue of $1,000,000 a 
day is necessary to meet present con- 
ditions. 

“But the treasury department is 
not interested in agriculture,” Sena- 
tor Fletcher asserted, “and does not 
want the bonds for the farmer to 
come into competition with other 
bonds to aid commercial, industrial 
business and trade enterprises. The 
department wants to hold the market 
for those securities, and the farmers’ 
bonds can go hang. The system in- 
stituted for the benefit of the farm- 
ers has ceased to function. 

“Therefore, I say I would rather 


than a member of a body of. block- 
heads who are tying the hands of the 
farm board. So long as the treasury 
department holds any of the bonds is- 
sued by farm loan banks it names 
the directors of those banks, and it 
is to prevent the farmers, who are 
stockholders in such institutions, from 
obtaining control of their board of di- 
rectors that the treasury department 
insists on having farm loan bonds 
sold to that depdrtment instead of 
having them floated through other 
sources. 

“The result is that it will be at 
least twenty years before the banks 
which were created for their benefit 
will be within the control of ‘the 
farmers.”’

hunger in Russia as 1 have seen it 
along the Volga and beyond its ao: 

What I have described as di- 
‘tions in the towns and villages 
through which 1 passed might be re- 
peated in infinite detail exactly gimi- 
lar in its account of human suffering 
in every district of the famine area 
from Saratoff, Samara, Orenburg, Ufa 
and as far south as Astrakhan. Peo- 
ple coming from those places tell me 
of scenes of. misery exactly like those 
I saw—of misery just as little less, 
just a little more, than vhat came 
to my eyes and ears. 

In the black famine belt there are, 
roughly twenty-five million people, 
and in the region not so destroyed by 
drought there are about twenty tive 
million more. 

In going about Russia, .:eeting all 
kinds of people, there are certain 
questions which I have kept in mind 
as vital points which should be an- 
swered. I have been groping my way 
to the asnwers as best 1 can in a 
country where exact information is 
hard to get, where statistics given by 
local authorities can never be rec- 
onciled. 

My questions I am sure are what 
the world wants answered, or that 
small part of the world which cares 
in the least degree whether the Rus- 
sian peasants live or die. In the first 
place, how many of these people are 
really threatened with death by hun- 
ger? 

Secondly, how far is Russia able 
and willing to feed’ her own people? 
Thirdly, what are the prospects of 
next year’s harvests? 

Fourthly, what is the actual amount 

of feeding done by various relief 
agencies,,now at work in Russia and 
how are. ” they being helped or hindered 
by the soviet authorities? 
Last, how far is the famine due to 
political. causes as well as drought, 
and is it possible and right for the 
outside world with its own distresses 
and burdens to save the famine 
stricken people of Russia with the 
present government in power? 

That is the problem of Russia stated 
in simlpe terms and in my opinion 
every civilized soul must seek the 
truth, for if some millions of the 
human family are just allowed to 
starve to death without governments 
or peoples of other countries showing 
great concern or making an effort at 
rescue, the vengeance of the Gods 
men worsbip or reject will strike at 
them. 

Such e: mes are paid for generally 
in misery and disease, and in this case 
certainly the corruption of dying Rus-| 
sia would affect all western Burope. 

The Frightfal Truth. 

TI am not writing sensationally to 
stir u» the work of private charity. 
This Russian famine is too big for 
nonsen’e of that kind. The simple 
turth is frightful enough; private 
charity, however beautiful, will not 
help this country much. Hardly at 
all. But it is only the wildness of 
sensation mongers when it is written 
that fifty million people are going to 
starve to death in Russia—or if ‘hot 
fifty, then twenty-five million. 

Tt is not as bad as that. Even in 
the famine areas there are many peo- 
ple who some how or other—I don’t 
know how—get almost enough to eat. 
If they did not they would be already 
dead. No doubt, as people tell me, 
they have hoarded up money and can 
still buy food in the markets where 
food is still found, as at Samara, Sara- 
toff, Kazan. 

This sparse produce their neigh- 
bors brought to these markets even 
from the starving villages, and those 
who are rich in paper money can still 
get something. 

Others, perhaps—-almost certainly— 
have hidden secret stores of potatoes 
and grain—a few poods—on which 
they wil] live, miserably, bungrily, but 
live through the winter months, while 
others, less lucky, lie in a lingering 
way, but die surely in the cottages 
close by. 

The lucky cannot afford to help the 
unlucky. 

A friend of mine here, speaking with 


arty peasant leaders gathered round 
him in a room, said, “I have seen twa 


girls dying of hunger in this village. 
How is it you let them die when there 
is stil] food among you?” 

“For a long moment there was 
silence. Then a tall farmer spoke: 
“You people don’t understand. It is 
impossible that you should understand 
because you come from a country 
In 
Russia some must fie that others may 
live.” 

And Kalinin, —* president of 
the soviet republic, spoke the same 
thoughts when he addressed the as- 
sembly of peasants on the Volga and 
suddenly turned on one of them and 
asked his age. “Fifty,” said the man. 
“Then you are old enough to die,” said 
Kalinin. “The old must die that the 
young may live.” 

The Young Dying First. 

But it is the young who are dying 

first for the most part. It is visible 


7 and undeniable that the Russians hold 


on to what they have with desperate 
selfishness and will not share with 
anyone. 

Can one blame them? If they give 
out their secret hoard of potatoes to 
save their neighbor’s family from 
dedth their own children will die later. 
In-the werst village I saw beyond the 
‘Volga was the daughter of an Eng- 
lishman who had married a Russian. 
She had a beautiful family of boys 
and girls who hovered about me with 
wondering eyes as a mysterious 
stranger from the great and happy 
world without.

flesh of their dead horses, on bread 
bought in the markets by the sale of 
sheepskins, yts, rugs, the last little

They can do this openly now as 
private trading has been established. 
Before they did it secretly and were 
sent tu prison if caught, like the 
city folk in Moscow and Petrograd 
who became in that way familiar with 
prison life. The city folk have not 
much pity to spare for the peasants. 

When they were starving in the 
cities the peasants would not send 
them food, they even destroyed it to 
escape government requisitions—one 

‘nor cause of the famine. 

“The vengeance of God,” they say, 
but I think it is only the cruelty of 
man. 

How many, then, will die? 

It is impossible to answer this ques- 
tion. All I can say is that if what 
I saw in some of the famine-stricken 
villages is like the rest of them—and 
that is certain—I do not see how 
many will live except by that des- 
perate animal endurance which a, 
these hard peasant folk cling to li 
on scrapings and filth, 

Typhus and Dysentery. 

Typhus, quickening its pace now, 
will carry off the weakest; dysen- 
tery is spreading. There will be less 
mouths to feed in the children's homes 
as the wes pass among those whom 
I saw lying on bare boards or four 
in a bed. Look at the matter in an- 
other way in answering some of those 
questions I set out to answer. How 
much food are they getting or likely 

get, from the Russian government? 

They claim to have sent about four 

usand tous of foodstuffs into the 
famine areas in July and more in Au- 
gust and subsequent months. 

The central famine relief commis- 
sion of the soviet republic also de- 
¢ .ed to send a number of food trains 
to the starving provinces, each of 
which could deal with from five to 


six thousand children. I have no 
means of checking those figures, but, 


admitting hopes of their fulfillment to 


be just’fied, the truth 1s that the 
sum total of these amounts would not 


give more than three pounds of food 
to each individual among twenty-five 
million people over a period of five 
months, or Jess than half a pound 


onthly according to figures I have 
worked out. This is not fat fare for 


working folk, not enough to keep a 
motta!l oul alive. 

These verrment supplies indeed 
are restricted mainly to the use of 
soviet worl. ts like transport men, of- 
ficials, the sick and children, and 
even for th-n is as poverty-stricken 
as oliver twist’s bowl of gruel. The | 
im e- of the population was notified 
that on November 1 all rationing 
would cease and winter as well as the 
soviet executive cuts off most of the 
famie area from further supplies on 
a big scale owing to difficulties of 
tra. port beyond the railroads. I be- 
lieve the soviet government is doing 
the best they can for famine relicf, I 
have been impressed especially by the 
keen, zealous way in which the local 
committces have, with few exceptions, 
co-operated with the British and 
American relief administrations, 

They have raised no difficulties ex- 
cept of a minor character they have 
played fair and straight and done their 
utmost for the starving folk apart 
from the appalling difficulty of get- 
ting quick action from people who 
bave the Oriental spirit o: time, the 
Oriental Wabit of mistaking words 
for deeds. 

But with the best will in the world 
the central executive of the soviet re- 
public can do very Sittle to feed the 
hungry people. 

. No Reserves. 

The situation is summed up in a 
few words: Russia has no reserves, 
Her cupboard ia bare. 

I will not now deal with the causes 
of this dearth, which ere partly po- 


litical, as well as due to drought. 
But of one fact 1 see evidence on 


every side. In Moscow since private 
trading was ‘allowed three months ago 
a number of shops.have spened—lu- 
dicrously few consfdering the size of 
the city. But th is very litlte in- 
side them, and f buy. The shop- 
keepers have no stocks. The people

much to say, yet now will give no 
more than a few facts about feeding 
the children. 

Among twenty-five million people 
in the black provinces there is a child 
population of six millions. Most of 
them are underfed. Millions are ac- 
tually at the starvation point. Mighty 
efforts are being made to feed them. 
International famine relief, including 
the work of save the children fund, is 
getting ready to feed about seventy 
thousand children. They are feeding 
nothing like that number yet down 
Saratoff way. 

The American relief administration, 
working on bigger lines, with immense 
energy and experience, under young 
men who have been doing this job for 
three years in other countries, was ac- 
tually feeding on November 1 201,208 
children in the following districts: 
Samara, 36,381; Petrograd, 35,000; 
Kazan, 124,000; Moscow, 1,857; Sim- 
ang 2,670; Saratoff, 800. 

Between two hundred and three 
hundred thousand children, including 
those in Petrograd and Moscow which 
are not in the famine areas, are now 
being fed out of a child population 
of six million. 

Those figures, the pitiful propor- 
tion may not stir readers to any sense 
of tragedy, for to realize what it 
means’ in Russian families in the 
hunger zone one must see as I have 
done the contrast between those who 
have luck to be fed at the relief 
kitchens and those who have not this 
chance and see the envy of the chil- 
dren in a starving family for the one 
among them chosen for the feast. 
Parents do not begrudge the food 
sent the children, but in this long 
winter which now has Russia ‘in us 
grip, with the snow falling deeper

Soldier Bonus Question | 
Holds Street’s Attention 


BARNUM 


New York, December 20.—Finding that no headway was being made 
by selling stocks short professional traders marked time today to get 
their bearings. As a result business on the exchange floor was very 
quiet. In the bond market Liberty and Victory issues sold off on the 
news that a bill had been introduced ‘in congress for a soldiers’ bonus 


to be raised by a tax on manufactured 


products for wholesale, and 


retail trade. In the last analysis this Wall street believes would mean 
another bond issue which, of course, would hurt the market standing 


of the Liberty and Victory bonds. 


Some of the many plans that have been proposed for a soldiers’ 
bonus call for two billions of dollars; some for as much as five billions. 
The lowest estimate for soldier bonus requirements would require a 
sum more than twice what it is hoped will be saved by arms limitation. 
Some of the largest estimates would use up all of the money which it 
is hoped will come in through the new tariff. From Wall street’s view- 
point disabled soldiers should get all and more than is coming to them 


in the way of compensation. 


But to indirectly sell bonds to raise 


money to pay well soldiers, from Wall street’s viewpoint would be at 


this time financially indefensible. 


It would not only upset our govern- 


ment budget at a time when everybody knows the need of drastic 
economy but it would set a poor example to foreign countries who now 
owe us large sums on which even no interest is being paid. 


Another news development of 
Wall street bankers deals with the

Chicago, December 20.—Nothwith-

led to a decline. The close was weak, 
14 to 3-4c net lower, with May $1.14 
to $1.141-8 and July $1.031-2 to 
$1.03 5-8. Corn lost 1-4c to 7-8c, and 
oats 1-5 to 1-4c to 14 to 3-8, In 
provisions the outcome varied from 
unchanged figures to 5 cents lower. 

With a forecast out of sero temper- 
atures as far south as northern Kan- 
sas and with complaints current that 
the western half of Kansas had re- 
ceived no rain or snow and that the 
western half of Oklahoma was also 
excessively dry, the wheat market 
averaged somewhat higher until the 
final half hour. Revised estimates of 
world import requirements counted 
at one time as a further stimulating 
influence. 

Setbacks in Winnipeg quotations, 
however, and satisfactory progress of 
the harvest in Argentina were more 
or less of an offset. Holiday curtail- 
ment of the volume of trading, too, 
tended to deprive the market of sus- 
tained support. Near the end of the 
session sellers clearly outnumbered 
buyers and the finish \as at the low- 
est level of the day’s range. 

Corn and oats were easy in the ab- 
sence of any special demand. Pros- 
pective cold weather was construed 
as bearish.

One of the easiest ways to be sure 
of getting sufficient. amounts of vita- 
mine ©, the scurvy-preventing sub- 
stance, is to eat tomatoes rather regu- 
larly. perhaps every day, or to make it 
a practice to put tomato juice in some 
of the dishes th::t we are preparing for 
the family, says the United States 
derertment of agriculture. 

In many homes it is a comparative- 
lr . sy watter to can fairly large 
quantities of tomatoes, and to have 
these on hand for use when fresh to- 
matoes ... unattainable or expensive. 
The remarkable part about the toma- 
to with . saiion to tus yarticular vita- 
mine is that it still seems to be effici- 
ent in preventi-g scurvy after it has 
been heated or dried, which is not 
true of all foods which possess it in 
the raw .ace. This is probably due 
to the * -t that the tomato contains 
such large .ounts of vitamine C that 
part of it survives the heating pro- 
cess. 

So valuable is the tomato as a 
source of this mysterious and impor- 
tant ingredient of the diet, that 
phys:cis ow recommend it for 
babies t on pasteurized milk, just as 
they h: . for some time prescribed 
orange juice, 

If tomato juice is to he given to a 
child it should be carefully strained in 
order to eliminate any sced. One-half 
tablespoon of fresh tomato juice or one 
tablespo. . of canned tomato juice, 
daily, is a safe ~llowance.
